German Lands Ceded to Poland 


Remain as Centers of Desolation 


By GEORGE SHERMAN 

right, 1957, The Lon bserver 
COWARSAW, ‘Tanc™s”_goeerver. 
tion, decay and destruction 
reign in the former German 
lands between the Oder-Neisse 
rivers to the east and the older 
border to the west. The years 
since 1945 appear to have 
passed dancticnh. 

My, first impression of tiese 
lands were strengthened in the 
rest of my visit. They are lands 
which now constitute an inte- 
gral one-third of the Polish 
state, guaranteed by the Soviet 
alliance. 

Yet, through that alliance, a 
supposed territorial as#et has 
been partly turned into an eco- 
nomic liability. For until re- 
cently rough-shod imposition of 
Stalin-like “socialism” has hin- 
dered reconstruction and deep- 
ened the already prevalent dis- 
location of war and mass mi- 
gration. 

It was just after sundown 
when I crossed from the East 
German side of the Oder river 
into the “recovered territories” 
of Western Poland. 

Carts Instead of Cars. 

During the whole drive to- 
ward Poznan there was not one 
other motor vehicle in sight— 
only rough-hewn carts. 

As darkness progressed, one 
town after another took on a 
ghost-like appearance, Some 
already were in ruins, others 
were collapsing through dis- 
repair, Pedestrians and bi- 
cyclists hurried along unlighted 
streets. 


The desolation here is of un- 
tended farms and deserted 
houses, still wuntenanted 12 
years after the departure of 
their previous German occu- 
pants. 

The decay here is of inhab- 
ited buildings—some new, some 
old—whose upkeep has been 
passed over in the rush to de- 
velop the heavy industrial “base 
of Socialism.” 

The destruction here is of 
untouched piles of wardime 


rubble which predominate in 
virtually every village, town 
and city. 


The over-all effect is unre- 


lieved poverty, where the devas- 


tation wrought war, time 
and bad organization has be- 
come a 
Poles where almost 9,- 
000,000 Germans lived before 
the war. 

Today the official number of 
remaining Germans is 65,000. 
This figure refers only to those 
who have retained their na- 
tionality, not to those indige- 
nous “Germans” — numbering 
somewhere between 250,000 and 


_1,000,000—who for one reason 


or another accepted Polish na- 
tionality after 1945. 


Whatever the figure, the gov- 
ernment’s policy toward this 
minority has been considerably 
liberalized since last October. 
Through greater cultural free- 
dom and higher economic re- 
wards, a determined effort is 
being made to end their former 
status as “second-class citizens.” 

Nevertheless, these people 
talk only of repatriation. 

Family Hopes Raised. 

The recent agreement to re- 
unite families—reached among 
Poland, East Germany and the 
West German Red Cross—has 
raised their hope. All readily 
admit the improvement of their 
position, but they are still res- 
tive in the Polish environment. 
The older people want to join 
their sons and daughters; the 
younger ones want a share in 
the much rumored prosperity 
of West Germany—a prosperity 
which presently escapes them. 

A young fellow, his arm 
around his fiancee, summed up 
the general attitude: “This is 
our home, and yet it is not our 
home. I mean... well, we 
are Germans and it is Polish 
here.” 

His father joined in: “We live 
well enough. My wages have 
almost doubled since January, 
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would cause dislocation. 
some have already left,” 
the son, “and Poles coming 
back from Russia have been put 


be 


The father added quickly: 
“But they only stay here a few 
days. Mining is not so easy 
if you have lived on the land 
all your life.” 

They were referring to the 
latest wave of Polish repatriates 
who are now being resettled in 
the Western territories—mainly 
on vacant farms—at the rate of 
10,000 a month. 

Wroclaw—the center of in- 
dustrial Lower Silesia and by 
far the most important city in 
the Western territories — was 
two-thirds destroyed in the war. 

Literally miles of rubble 
still greet the arriving traveler, 
and dwarf the sporadic recon- 
struction which has taken place. 
Yet a Polish colleague told me 
of the changes in this ruined 
city since October. 

“Do you know that previous- 
ly there were only 30 private 
shops in the center of this city 
of 500,000 people? Now there 
are 500, and the figure for the 
surrounding country has 
jumped from 3500 to 5000. 

“Not only artisans have bene- 


fited from the reduction and | 
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stabilization of taxes. Private 
factories—particularly in build- 
ing materials—are being put 
into operation on land leased 
non-discriminately by the coun- 
ty government. 

Industrial Fund Hiked. 


“Some employ as many as 
200 people, and no limit has 
yet been fixed. Furthermore, 
the special fund at the disposal 
of the authorities for local in- 
dustry has been increased 100 
per cent. 


“The whole emphasis now is 
on satisfying the consumer 
through local initiative.” 


My informant then turned to 
the gloomy side of the develop- 
ment: “But the changes are not 
yet basic, the results slow in 
coming. Old ways change slow- 
ly, and weare still held back 
by bureaucracy. 

“Allocated resources often do 
not arrive from the center, The 
city is spending 25 per cent 
more this year on overcoming 
our serious housing problem, 
but the raw materials are not 
there. Distribution of much- 


needed consumer goods is bad, Ran 8 Ty 
so that people are leaving the Sip Se

North Carolina, the Senate Ju- | 
diciary Committee voted ¥ to 3

istration’s civil rights legislation 
to guarantee a jury trial for 
persons cited for contempt in 
civil rights cases. 

To the Southerners and some 
other powerful legislators from 
the north who are leading the 
fight against the Administra- 
tion’s proposed legislation, this 
is nothing more than a proper 
constitutional guarantee of jury 
trial. 

To the Administration, how- 
ever, the jury trial amendment | 
is simply one more clever and 
misleading device designed to 
nullify the Administration's ef- 
fort to make it “possible for all 
citizens to vote without discrim- 
ination based upon race, creed, | 
or color.” | 

The Administration asserts 
that its new legislation would 
do nothing more than apply to 
civil’ rights cases “‘long-estab- 
lished civil procedures for en- | 
foreing federal laws.” 

It points out that, under pres- 
ent law, the Federal Govern- 


ment can only wait until after} 


the rights of a citizen to vote 
have been violated and then 
proceed with a criminal prose- 
cution. 

Toe Late to Defend Right. 

By that time, the Adminis- 
tration notes, it is too late to 
defend a citizen's right to vote; 
Therefore, the Department of 
Justice is seeking prior author- 
ity to prevent election officials 
or other citizens from infring- 
ing a person's right to vote, 
and suffiicent authority for the 
court to carry out its own con- 
tempt-of-court actions.

Dangers of Delay. 

The Department of Justice is 
particularly concerned about the 
dangers of delay and of discrim- 
ination against Negroes in cases 
before Southern juries. 

“Prompt action will often be 
vital in civil rights cases,” 
Brownell told Congress, “espe- 
cially election cases where the 
registration period or the elec- 
tion may pass while enforce- 
ment is delayed. 

“The injection of a jury trial 
between an order of the court 


enjoining discrimination against 


Negroes in an election, and the 
enforcement of that order would 
provide numerous opportunities 
for delay beyond the time when 
the order could have practical 
effect.” 

Besides, the Administration 
asserts that Ervin and his sup-

Only a'week ago the Su- 
preme Court in the Halperin case unanimously 
warned against the “common reaction” of assum- 
ing that a man must be guilty of some wrong- 
doing if he invokes the Fifth Amendment, and 
recalled that “one of the basic functions of the 
privilege is to protect innocent men.” 

The Court quoted with approval this statement 
of Dean Erwin N. Griswold of the Harvard Law 
School: 

Too many, even those who should be bet- 
ter advised, view this privilege as a shelter 
for wrongdoers. They too readily assume 
that those who invoke it are either guilty of 
crime or commit perjury in claiming the 
privilege. 

This does not mean that a person who invokes 
the Fifth is immune from accountability. When 
a Dave Beck refuses to tell a Senate committee 
the truth about his conduct as a union president, 
the union has a perfect right to demand the 
truth for itself and to fire him if he refuses. 
When a college professor refuses to testify be- 
fore a congressional committee about Communist 
party activities his college has_a right to make 
its own investigation of him and act on its find- 
ings. But neither Beck nor the professor nor 
anybody else becomes a “criminal” merely by 
invoking the Fifth Amendment. We would all do 
well to remember that.

Juanita Hall, in Bloody Mary Role at Municipal Opera, Takes Proprietory Interest in Musical

HERE’S a new cult in the 
world of show business, 
made up of people who have 

ared in “South Pacific.” 
and Juanita Hall is one of its 
dedicated leaders. She is in St. 
Louis to play her now-famous

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Peeling and Blistering Paint. 

HEN all the paint on a 
W oarticuiar outside wall of 

a house starts to peel and 
blister the chances are that the 
cause is due to moisture .from 
inside the house passing into 
the siding. When only certain 
spots on the outside walls peel, 
then it’s probably due to water 
from outside getting into the 
wood. 

You'll find that woodwork 
that is too close to the ground 
has trouble holding paint be- 
cause the wood absorbs mois- 
ture from the damp earth. The 
remedy is either to remove the 
soil or the woodwork. Painted 
woodwork around windows and 
doors is often troubled by pee!- 
ing and this is due to open 
seams between the frame and 
siding. Usually you can clear 
up this headache by filling the 
joints with caulking compound. 
If the peeling occurs along the 
top of the frame, check to see if 
there is flashing. Metal flashing 


should extend in under the sid- 


ing and then down over the top | 


member of the frame to make a 
waterproof joint. If there is no 
flashing, better put some on and 
if there is flashing and it has 


holes in it, fill them with roof- | 


ing cement or caulking com- 


pound. 
Paint is likely to peel in back | 


of outside water faucets that 
are too close to the siding. 
These should be set far enough 
away from the siding so that 
there won't be any danger of 
water from them splashing onto 
the painted surface.

And Wisdom

NE of the signs of spring in 
the book world is the appear- 
ance of the annual supple- 
ments to the various encyclo- 
pedias. In these volumes the 
subscriber finds a chronological 
roundup of events of the pre- 
ceding year, arranged under the 
same subject listings used in 
the full-length encyclopedia. 
The idea is, of course, that by 
subscribing to the supplements, 
the owner can keep his ency- 
clopedia up to date. 


Whether this technique really 
works is not for me to Say, 
since there is a wide variation 


in quality and comprehensive- 
ness of coverage from one en- 


cyclopedia to another. Suffice 
it that I'm always curious to 
see what new words the editors 
record as having appeared dur- 
ing the previous year. The first 
of the supplements to come in 
this year is that of the World 
Book Encyclopedia, so let's 
look at a few of their glean- 
ings among the neologisms 
(that’s a five-dollar term mean- 
ing “new word”—from the 
Greek “neos,” new, and “lo- 
gos,” word). 

“Brainstorming” is rather in- 
adequately defined as “the 
technique of bringing together 
intelligent people to produce 
ideas.” That definition could 
fit any kind of conference. Ac- 
tually “brainstorming” differs 
from the erdinary round-table 
skull session in that every par- 
ticipant is expected to spill out 
any idea or plan for action that 
comes to mind — immediately 
and spontaneously. The expec- 
tation is that, of 30 or 40 sug- 
gestions for the solution of a 
set problem, at least 90 per 
cent will be valueless. But it’s 
felt that through spontaneous, 
uninhibited spouting of ideas, 
many more angles are explored 
and in the end the solution 
more quickly found. 

Another word newly reported 
during 1956 is “antidesegrega- 
tionist”—and this is one, I sub- 
mit, that can well be dispensed 
with. As the definition—‘“a per- 
son who favors segregation” — 
indicates, this eight-syllable 
monstrosity means nothing 
more than “segregationist.” It 
may be argued that the longer 
word has a connotation of ac- 
tive opposition to desegregation 
—but it seems to this observer 
that that idea is implicit in the 
simple word “segregationist.”
